“a lasting peace” and has no war 
aims abainst either France or Eng- 
Adolf Hitler said today in a 
“peace speech’’ made only 15 miles 
from where guns Still were 
thundering. 

Making the first public pro- 
nouncement since his proclamation 
sent Nazi troops surging in Poland 
on Sept. 1, the German Chancellor 
said the Reich and Russia will cre- 
ate a situation which will “relieve” 
tension in eastern Europe. 

“I want to restore mutual confi- 
dence,’ Hitler said, “I have no war 
alms against either France or Eng- 


land.” 


But while it seemed to offer 
peace, Hitler's speech also carried 
the threat of war of redoubled vig- 
or and horror. He threatened, in ef- 
face, to loose the German air force 
against France and Great Birtain 
and he complained of Polish atroc- 
ities. 

“I have ordered the German air 
force to be humane,” Hitler said. 
“If the democratic countries want

Both the physician’s examination 
and the laboratory blood test re- 
quired, by California’s premarital 
law must be made within 30 days 
before the day the marriage license 
is issued, Attorney General Ear] 
Warren has ruled. 

It will be the duty of the county 
clerk to examine each certificate to 
make sure that the examination 
and blood test were made not more 
than 30 days prior to the date of is- 
suance of the marriage license, the 
opinion states. 

The law took affect Tuesday. Be- 
fore a marriage license is issued 
each applicant must present to the 
county clerk a certificate signed by 
a doctor and the representative 
of a laboratory stating that he or
